TO REAP THE FRUIT, NURTURE THE TREES 
Too many Americans these days act like the 
ostrich who buries his head to hide from the 
enemy. 
There are others who believe communism will 
go away if we throw enough money at it in the 
same foolish manner as we have tried to solve 
other problems. 
And there are the dreamers who believe 
communism will mellow and that Soviet leaders 
will give up their goal of world domination. 
These ideas, of course, are unrealistic. The 
only way to defeat communism and to achieve 
victory for freedom is through active patriotism 
—doing something to extend freedom and being 
on guard against all efforts to destroy our free­ 
dom. 
Inaction and indecision on our part are weapons 
the communists seize eagerly in their efforts to 
rule the world. 
Americans are too often eager to reap the fruits 
of freedom without doing anything about main­ 
taining it. 
To maintain freedom, the first step is to give 
yourself a good refresher course on the Declara­ 
tion of Independence, the Constitution of the 
United 
States, and the Bill of Rights. The 
knowledge and active defense of these documents 
is a constructive way to maintain our heritage 
of freedom. They are living documents only 
so long as people actively defend them. 
You must know' the enemy. You must realize 
that communism, by its own pronouncements, is 
a conspiracy to enslave all the world. 
Do you know what kind of life you would have if 
you were ever to live under comrpunism? You 
would never be able to read a newspaper con­ 
taining news from around the world. The pub­ 
lications available to you would contain managed 
news, propaganda, and ideas in keeping with the 
communist line. 
If communism were to come to America, you 
would never again be able to express an un­ 
authorized view of religion, ethics, politics or 
government. If you managed to express yourself 
once, it could well be the last time. 
Any one critical of the State is subject to 
prosecution as an “ enemy of the poeple.” In 
some rare cases you might get by with your 
life if you were to renounce your statements 
of political heresy. Then you might merely 
be ostracized for the rest of your life. 
As an individual you would have little choice 
in personal m atters. You would have to sub­ 
ordinate your personal interests and needs to 
those of the State. Your importance would be 
measured only in term s of your value to the 
communist state. 
The only kind of success anyone can hope to 
achieve under communism is by following the 
communist line of thought and in serving the 
government in some official capacity. 
Your family life would be disrupted. Commu­ 
nism feels that family life does not contribute 
to the progress of the super-state, and should 
therefore be restrained or ignored entirely. 
If communism were to come to America, never 
again would you be able to go on hunting trips. 
Private ownership and private use of firearm s 
is forbidden because they could be used in 
revolution against the State. 
You would not be able to sing “ The Star 
ipangled Banner,” or state the Pledge of 
Allegiance to the American flag, because the 
Stars and Strips would be replaced by the 
Hammer and Sickle. You would not be able to 
celebrate Independence Day, Memorial Day, 
or Labor Day, or Thanksgiving. 
Your church would be under the control of 
the State, and the property of ail religious 
institutions would become the property of the 
State. The majority of the churches would be 
closed, with constant pressure on closing as 
many more as possible. Religious training of the 
young would be strictly forbidden, because youth 
are the property of the State. 
Any remaining “ captive churches” would be 
used as instruments for promoting party and 
government policy. They would be used to lend 
religious sanctions to official pronouncements. 
If you were a farm er, you would lose owner­ 
ship of your property. It would become part of 
a state-owned collectivized farm. You would 
be allowed to keep little of your harvest. 
You would not be able to enter into private 
business ventures because American free enter­ 
prise would not be allowed. All business would 
be under the dictates of the communist planners. 
Of course, all industry would be state-owned. 
If a member of a union, you would find that 
there would be no negotiations for better wages 
or working conditions. You would have no demo­ 
cratic representation, and workers would be 
assigned jobs by the State. 
All organized youth activity would be under the 
control of the communist State. At an early 
date, the State would decide which young people 
would work where. 


Under communism you would never be able 
to attend a parent-teachers meeting, because 
educational policies are entirely in the hands 
of the State. The content of all textbooks and 
instructions is regulated by the government. 
All teaching would be based on “ Communist 
Dialectical M aterialism .” There would be no 
allowance for the spiritual growth as we have 
known it in the American tradition of educa­ 
tion. An act is morally right only if it serves 
the advance of communism. 
If you were arrested for what a State authority 
considered disloyalty, you would not be able to 
call your lawyer; you would be assumed guilty. 
Whatever the accusation, your case would be 
handled entirely by the public prosecutor who 
would direct the investigation and prepare the 
indictment without the court’s control. Judges 
would be selected and controlled by the regime. 
If the laws were unfair, you would not be able 
to have them changed through the democratic 
process as in America today. 
Our system of Constitutional 
checks and 
balances would be gone. The Executive, Legis­ 
lative and Judicial branches of our government 
would be dissolved and replaced with an all 
- powerful central government. The ideas of self- 
government and self-responsibility would van­ 
ish. 
If you did not like the administration in power, 
it would be unfortunate. You would have no 
choice in changing things. There would be 
no such institution as the two-party system. 
There would only be the Communist Party. 
If communism were to come to America there 
would be no escape to other free lands, as 
there has been in the past. The whole world 
would be enslaved. There would be no place 
to go. 
But communism need not come, nor will it if we 
are vigilant. Communism will not take over if 
freedom-loving Americans are fully informed 
on the issues that confront their nation. Com­ 
munism will not succeed if constructive instead 
of expedient solutions are implemented to solve 
our problems. It will not succeed if we actively 
work to maintain our freedom through individual 
responsibility in our everyday lives and on every 
level of our national life.

WASHINGTON - The Defense 
D epartm ent is about to sell the 
most expensive holes in the 
ground ever dug. They cost the 
taxpayers $10,000,000 to $12,- 
000,000 apiece to dig them , but 
they will be sold for an average 
of $3,000 each. 
The holes in the ground a re 
60 underground m issile site s, 
once the nesting places for the 
mighty Atlas and Titan Inter­ 
continental M issiles. Ih e pat­ 
tern of defense changes 
so 
rapidly that these sites have 
become obsolete in le ss than 
six years. This is because the 
liquid-powered Atlas and Titan 
a re 
being replaced by solid- 
powered minutemen, which need 
new, tailored-to-order holes in 
the ground of their own. 
The Defense Department, hav­ 
ing no more need for these 
m ulti-million-dollar holes, put 
60 of them up for bid last 
M arch. Included in the offering 
w ere 
27 Atlas-E 
sites, each 
with a silo eight floors deep and 
52 feet across; 24 A tlas - F 
sites, each with a silo 
five 
floors deep; and nine Titan-1 
sites, each with three silos 
155 feet deep and 44 feet in 
diam eter. 
An advertisem ent in the Wall 
Street Journal bought in 186 
bids from 54 individuals, who 
offered from $100 to $26,110 
for the privilege of owning th eir 
private m issile site. A verage 
bid: around $3,000. 
Some want to use the m issile 
silos for underground storage. 
O thers think they would make 
ideal bomb shelters, even un­ 
derground homes. O thers m ere­ 
ly hope to salvage the equip­ 
ment. 
The 
small bids, of course, 
dism ayed defense officials who 
a re now debating whether 
it 
would be cheaper simply to 
cover up the holes and sell the 
land. 
But chances 
are they will 
take what they can get, and 
the holes will remain as great 
waste cans in the earth, suit­ 
able for burying the taxpayers* 
money.

With the big cities of the 
Eastern Seaboard desperately 
short 
of 
w ater, 
an astute 
lobbyist for Bethlehem Steel 
has helped to stym ie the w ater 
pollution bill aim ed at clean­ 
ing 
up 
the drinking water 
sources of the United States. 
Ever since last May when 
the Senate passed the water 
pollution bill, it has been m ark­ 
ing time in conference with the 
House of R epresentatives. The 
two Houses of Congress 
a re 
deadlocked over setting “ Stan­ 
dards’* for cleanup of lakes 
and rivers. 
The Senate Bill authorizes the 
Secretary of Health, Education 
and 
Welfare 
to set 
certain 
lim its for pollution, in other 
words, standards for cleanli­ 
ness, and no industry 
could 
dump waste into lakes 
and 
riv ers to exceed those stan­ 
dards. 
Members of the House Public 
Works 
Committee, 
however, 
have opposed this. They have 
been listening to persuasive 
lobbyists for chemical plants, 
newsprint m ills and steel m ills, 
which are among the nation’s 
biggest polluters. 
Most 
effective 
of 
these 
lobbyists is John Sweeney 
of 
Bethlehem Steel, which has a 
big plant on Lake Erie 
near 
Buffalo. 
Sweeney has been very p er­ 
suasive with House Commit­ 
tee conferees, is particularly 
effective with Dick Sullivan, 
Committee Counsel, a power 
inside the Public Works Com­ 


mittee. 
Bethlehem is now pushing for 
Judicial Review, which means 
that any decision by the Secre­ 
tary of HEW to fix standards 
would be appealed to the courts. 
Thus 
the big polluters, able 
to hire high-priced attorneys, 
would be able to tie up federal 
rulings in the courts for years. 
Chairman George Fallon of 
Baltim ore, who heads the House 
Public Works Com m itte, has a 
big Bethlehem Steel plant 
at 
Sparrows Point, on 
the edge 
of Baltim ore. Fallon is one of 
the conferees who are cooling 
their heels. 
Two other congressm en on the 
House Conference with 
the 
Senate, John Blatnik, Minn., 
and Bob Jones, L a., both Dem­ 
ocrats, don’t agree with 
the 
lobbyists. However, busy with 
other things, they have 
not 
yet broken the deadlock. Wil­ 
liam C ram er, R -Fla., sides with 
the lobbyists and 
John Bald­ 
win, R-Calif., is neutral. 
After four months of delay, 
only two to th ree weeks re­ 
main in this congressional ses­ 
sion to start cleaning up 
the 
nation's waterways. 
BIG CITY SENATOR 
Sen. Hugh Scott, 
the Phil­ 
adelphia Republican, has gHen 
me his explanation for sup­ 
porting the D irksen Amendment 
to change the Supreme Court’s 
ruling on Reapportionm ent 
of 
State L egislatures. 
Sen. Scott, a sincere cham­ 
pion of 
constitutional safe­ 
guards, is concerned over the 
possiblity 
that 
thirty-four 
states will form ally demand a 
constitutional 
convention, 
in 
which case it requires only 
thirty • eight states to 
ratify 
amendments to the Constitu­ 
tion. 
So far twenty-seven 
State 
L egislatures 
have 
formally 
asked Congress to act on the 
Dirksen Amendment, and Scott 
is worried that seven m o re- 
a total of thirty^four - might 
convene a constitutional 
con­ 
vention and then proceed to rip 
the constitution to pieces. TTiis 
column is delighted to give this 
clarification a s to why a big 
city Senator was opposed to re­ 
apportionment to give fairer 
representation to the big cities.

Too many Americans these days act like the 
ostrich who buries his head to hide from the 
enemy. 
There are others who believe communism will 
go awa) if we throw enough money at it in the 
same foolish manner as we have tried to solve 
other problems. 
And there are the 
dreamers who believe 
communism will mellow and that Soviet leaders 
will give up their goal of world domination. 
These ideas, of course, are unrealistic. The 
only way to defeat communism and to achieve 
victory for freedom is through active patriotism 
--doing something to extend freedom and being 
on guard against all efforts to destroy our free­ 
dom. 
Inaction and indecision on our part are weapons 
the communists seize eagerly in their efforts to 
rule the world. 
Americans are too often eager to reap the fruits 
of freedom without doing anything about main­ 
taining it. 
To maintain freedom, the first step is to give 
yourself a good refresher course on the Declara­ 
tion of Independence, the Constitution of the 
United 
States, and the Bill of Rights. 
The 
knowledge and active defense of these documents 
is a constructive way to maintain our heritage 
of freedom. They are living documents only 
so long as people actively defend them. 
You must know' the enemy. You must realize 
that communism, by its own pronouncements, is 
a conspiracy to enslave all the world. 
Do you know what kind of life you would have if 
you were ever to live under comrpunism? You 
would never be able to read a newspaper con­ 
taining news from around the world. The pub­ 
lications available to you would contain managed 
news, propaganda, and ideas in keeping with the 
communist line. 
If communism were to come to Am erica, you 
would never again be able to express an un­ 
authorized view of religion, ethics, politics or 
government. If you managed to express yourself 
once, it could well be the last tim e. 
Any one critical of the State is subject to 
prosecution as an “ enemy of the poeple.” In 
some rare cases you might get by with your 
life if you were to renounce your statements 
of political heresy. Then you might merely 
be ostracized for the rest of your life. 
As an individual you would have little choice 
in personal m atters. You would have to sub­ 
ordinate your personal interests and needs to 
those of the State. Your importance would be 
measured only in term s of your value to the 
communist state. 
The only kind of success anyone can hope to 
achieve under communism is by following the 
communist line of thought and in serving the 
government in some official capacity. 
Your family life would be disrupted. Commu­ 
nism feels that family life does not contribute 
to the progress of the super-state, and should 
therefore 
be restrained or ignored entirely. 
If communism w'ere to come to America, never 
again would you be able to go on hunting trips. 
Private ownership and private use of firearm s 
is forbidden because they could be used in 
revolution against the State. 
You w'ould not be able to sing “ The Star 
Spangled Banner,” or 
state the 
Pledge of 
Allegiance to the American flag, because the 
Stars and Strips 
would be replaced by the 
Hammer and Sickle. You would not be able to 
celebrate 
Independence 
Day, Memorial Day, 
or Labor Day, or Thanksgiving. 
Your church would be under the control of 
the State, and the property of all religious 
institutions would become the property of the 
State. The majority of the churches would be 
closed, with constant pressure on closing as 
many more as possible. Religious training of the 
young would be strictly forbidden, because youth 
are the property of the State. 
Any remaining “ captive churches” would be 
used as instruments for promoting party and 
government policy. They would be used to lend 
religious sanctions to official pronouncements. 
If you were a farm er, you would lose owner­ 
ship of your property. It would become part of 
a state-owned collectivized farm. You would 
be allowed to keep little of your harvest. 
You would not be able to enter into private 
business ventures because American free enter­ 
prise would not be allowed. All business would 
be under the dictates of the communist planners. 
Of course, all industry would be state-owned. 
lf a member of a union, you would find that 
there would be no negotiations for better wages 
or working conditions. You would have no demo­ 
cratic representation, and workers would be 
assigned jobs by the State. 
All organized youth activity would be under the 
control of the communist State. At an early 
date, the State would decide which young people 
would work where. 


Under communism you would never be able 
to attend a parent-teachers meeting, because 
educational policies are entirely in the hands 
of the State. The content of all textbooks and 
instructions is regulated by the government. 
All teaching would be based on “ Communist 
Dialectical M aterialism .” There would be no 
allowance for the spiritual growth as we have 
known it in the American tradition of educa­ 
tion. An act is morally right only if it serves 
the advance of communism. 
If you were arrested for what a State authority 
considered disloyalty, you w'ould not be able to 
call your lawyer; you would be assumed guilty. 
Whatever the accusation, your case would be 
handled entirely by the public prosecutor who 
would direct the investigation and prepare the 
indictment without the court’s control. Judges 
would be selected and controlled by the regim e. 
If the laws wrere unfair, you would not be able 
to have them changed through the democratic 
process as in America today. 
Our 
system of Constitutional 
checks and 
balances would be gone. The Executive, Legis­ 
lative and Judicial branches of our government 
would be dissolved and replaced with an all 
-powerful central government. The ideas of self­ 
government and self-responsibility would van­ 
ish. 
If you did not like the administration in power, 
it would be unfortunate. You would have no 
choice 
in changing things. 
There would be 
no such institution as the two-party system . 
There would only be the Communist Party. 
If communism were to come to America there 
would be no escape to other free lands, as 
there has been in the past. The whole world 
would be enslaved. There would be no place 
to go. 
But communism need not come, nor will it if we 
are vigilant. Communism will not take over if 
freedom-loving Americans are fully informed 
on the issues that confront their nation. Com­ 
munism will not succeed if constructive instead 
of expedient solutions are implemented to solve 
our problems. It will not succeed if we actively 
work to maintain our freedom through individual 
responsibility in our everyday lives and on every 
level of our national life.

WASHINGTON - The Defense 
Department is about to sell the 
most expensive holes in the 
ground ever dug. They cost the 
taxpayers $10,000,000 to $12,• 
000,000 apiece to dig them, but 
they will be sold for an average 
of $3,000 each. 
Hie holes in the ground are 
60 underground m issile sites, 
once the nesting places for the 
mighty Atlas and Titan Inter­ 
continental M issiles. Hie pat­ 
tern of defense changes 
so 
rapidly that these sites have 
become obsolete in le ss than 
six years. This is because the 
liquid-powered A tlas and Titan 
are 
being replaced by solid- 
powered minutemen, which need 
new, tailored-to-order holes in 
the ground of their own. 
The Defense Departm ent, hav­ 
ing no more need for these 
m ulti-m illion-dollar holes, put 
60 of them up for bid last 
March. Included in the offering 
were 
27 A tlas-E 
sites, each 
with a silo eight floors deep and 
52 feet across; 24 A tlas • F 
sites, each with a silo 
five 
floors deep; and nine Titan-1 
sites, each with three silos 
155 feet deep and 44 feet in 
diam eter. 
An advertisem ent in the Wall 
Street Journal bought in 186 
bids from 54 individuals, who 
offered from $100 to $26,110 
for the privilege of owning their 
private m issile site. Average 
bid: around $3,000. 
Some want to use the m issile 
silos for underground storage. 
Others think they would make 
ideal bomb sh elters, even un­ 
derground homes. O thers m ere­ 
ly hope to salvage the equip­ 
ment. 
The 
small bids, of course, 
dismayed defense officials who 
a re now debating whether 
it 
would be cheaper simply to 
cover up the holes and sell the 
land. 
But chances 
a re they will 
take what they can get, and 
the holes will rem ain as great 
waste cans in the earth, suit­ 
able for burying the taxpayers* 
money.

Ever since last May when 
the Senate passed the water 
pollution bill, it has been mark­ 
ing tim e in conference with the 
House of R epresentatives. The 
two Houses of Congress 
are 
deadlocked over setting “ Stan­ 
dards” for cleanup of lakes 
and rivers. 
Hie Senate Bill authorizes the 
Secretary of Health, Education 
and 
W elfare 
to set 
certain 
lim its for pollution, in other 
words, standards for cleanli­ 
ness, and no industry 
could 
dump waste into lakes 
and 
riv ers to exceed those stan­ 
dards. 
Members of the House Public 
Works 
Com mittee, 
however, 
have opposed this. They have 
been listening to persuasive 
lobbyists for chemical plants, 
newsprint m ills and steel m ills, 
which are among the nation’s 
biggest polluters. 
Most 
effective 
of 
these 
lobbyists is John Sweeney 
of 
Bethlehem Steel, which lias a 
big plant on Lake Erie 
near 
Buffalo. 
Sweeney has been very p er­ 
suasive with 
House Commit­ 
tee conferees, is particularly 
effective with Dick Sullivan, 
Committee Counsel, a power 
inside the Public Works Com­ 


mittee. 
Bethlehem is now pushing for 
Judicial Review, which means 
that any decision by the Secre­ 
tary of HEW to fix standards 
would be appealed to the courts. 
Thus 
the big polluters, able 
to hire high-priced attorneys, 
would be able to tie up federal 
rulings in the courts for years. 
Chairman George Fallon of 
Baltim ore, who heads the House 
Public Works Com mitte, has a 
big Bethlehem Steel plant 
at 
Sparrows Point, on 
the edge 
of Baltim ore. Fallon is one of 
the conferees who are cooling 
their heels. 
Two other congressm en on the 
House Conference with 
the 
Senate, John Blatnik, Minn., 
and Bob Jones, L a., both Dem­ 
ocrats, don’t agree with 
the 
lobbyists. However, busy with 
other things, they have 
not 
yet broken the deadlock. Wil­ 
liam C ram er, R -Fla., sides with 
the lobbyists and 
John Bald­ 
win, R-Calif., is neutral. 
After four months of delay, 
only two to three weeks re ­ 
main in this congressional ses­ 
sion to start cleaning up 
the 
nation’s w aterways. 
BIG CITY SENATOR 
Sen. Hugh Scott, 
the Phil­ 
adelphia Republican, has gfcen 
me his explanation for sup­ 
porting the Dirksen Amendment 
to change the Supreme Court’s 
ruling on Reapportionment 
of 
State L egislatures. 
Sen. Scott, a sincere cham­ 
pion of 
constitutional safe­ 
guards, is concerned over the 
possiblity 
that 
thirty-four 
states will form ally demand a 
constitutional convention, 
in 
which case it requires only 
thirty - eight states to 
ratify 
amendments to the Constitu­ 
tion.

Dirksen Amendment, and Scott

Bean Pod 
Worms On 
Rampage 


CHARLESTON — Soybean Pod 
Worms, also called corn ear 
worms and cotton boll worms 
are 
infesting soybean fields 
again this year. 
The drought conditions have 
caused many fields of cotton to 
cut out and the boll worm moths 
are laying their eggs in soy­ 
bean fields. These worms chew 
holes through the pods and eat 
the newly formed beans. 
In order to keep Injury to a 
minimum, these worms must 
be controlled while they are 
small. It is difficult to control 
large worms, especially 
on 
rank soybeans. 
When damaging infestations 
are noticed, spray with any of 
the following using the heavier 
dosage or higher gallonage per 
acre when the beans are rank: 
A, For farmer application with 
ground equipment, use Carbaryl 
(Sevin) at the rate of 1 to 11/2 
pounds (2 to 3 pounds 50 % or 
1 1/4 to 2 pounds 80% carbaryl 
wettable powder) per acre. 
B. For Commercial Applicator 
1) Use methyl parathion at the 
rate of 0.75 to 1.0 pounds (3 
to 4 pints 25% methyl parathion 
emulslflable concentrate) per 
acre. 
2) Or use parathion at the rate 
of 0.5 to 0.8 pounds (2 to 3 1/4 
pints 25% parathion emulslfi- 
able 
concentrate 
per acre. 
No preharvest 
interval 
is 
required with this dosage of 
Carbaryl (Sevin). Do not apply 
methyl parathion on soybeans 
within 20 days of harvest or 
grazing. Do not apply parathion 
on soybeans within 15 days of 
harvest or grazing. 
Warns of 
Cattle Grubs 
JEFFERSON CITY .. 
Dr. 
George 
C. 
Stiles, 
state 
veterinarian, has urged far* 
mers and stockmen to take 
steps nov' to control cattle 
grubs in their beef herds. 
Nothing 
that cattle 
grubs 
cost Missouri's livestock in* 
dustry thousands of dollars an* 
nually, Doctors Stiles said: 
*^low is the time to begin a 
program 
to 
control grubs 
and lice. A number of insec­ 
ticides are available that can 
be applied either by spraying 
or dipping, as a pour • in ap­ 
plication or feed additive, to 
effectively 
control the grub 
larvae." Such a program should 
be continued until about Nov. JL, 
he added. 
Cattle grubs are caused by 
the heel fly which lays its eggs 
on the heels of an animal. After 
the 
eggs hatch, grub larvae 


work their way up through the 
animal*s body, emerging from 
the back. This process takes 
about nine months. The grubs 
puncture holes in the animal's 
hide when they emerge and 
carcasses must be trimmed 
where there is grub damage. 
Doctor Stiles said "ft is esti­ 
mated that grubs and lice cost 
the cattle grower $5 to $10 
per head when the animals are 
sent to market." He said that 
the 
proper application 
of 
grubicides can be expected to 
reduce grub populations to a 
minimum, greatly reduce heel 
fly activity where effective con­ 
trol is accomplished over a wide 
area and control or greatly re­ 
duce lice infestation for the 
winter season.

Benefits For 
Farms Hit 
By Disaster 


BENTON — 
Farmers who 
signed up to take part in the 
1965 wheat, feed grain, 
and 
cotton programs and were un­ 
able to plant all or a part of 
the acreage Intended for pro­ 
duction 
because 
of 
flood, 
drought, 
or 
other 
natural 
disaster now may be eligible for 
special program benefits as if 
the crop was planted, according 
to Roy Procter, Jr., chairman, 
Scott county agricultural stabil­ 
ization and conservation com­ 
mittee. 
The same program benefits 
will also 
be 
available 
on 
disaster-hit farms with small 
cotton allotments, 15 acres of 
less, 
whose 
operators 
did 
not have to sign up in order 
to take part in the domestic 
allotment program. 
New legislation, 
signed by 
President Johnson Aug. 6 makes 
it possible for such farmers to 
qualify for feed grain and cotton 
price support payments and 
wheat marketing certificates if 
disaster conditions 
prevented 
the planting of part or all of 
the acreage 
intended 
for 
production under the adjustment 
programs. 
The payments and 
certificates will be figured on 
the normal yield of the unplanted 
acres. 
Ordinarily, the pay­ 
ments and certificates 
are 
computed on the normal yield 
of the “ acreage planted 
for 
harvest.” 
Acreage which disaster pre­ 
vented participating 
farmers 
from planting to feed grains, 
wheat, or cotton will not qualify 
for benefits 
under the new 
disaster provision 
if it was 
afterwards planted to a price 
supported crop for harvest 
in the current year. Price sup­ 
ported 
crops include 
wheat, 
cotton, corn, grain sorghums, 
oats, barley, rye, soybeans, and 
rice. The farmer would, how­ 
ever, be eligible for the benefits 
if the acreage had later been 
planted to grass or some other 
crop not under price support. 
Farmers who wish further in­ 
formation 
about 
the 
new 
disaster benefits are urged to 
get in touch with the ASCS 
county office. Benefits extended 
under the new emergency law 
are not automatic and will de­ 
pend on an eligible 
farmer's 
filing a special application with, 
the local ASC officials. Ap­ 
plications will be considered 
on an individual basis.

COLUMBIA -• Three more 
entries from Stoddard county 
in the annual statewide corn 
growing contest have been an­ 
nounced by the Missouri Far­ 
mers Association.

route 1, Advance; and 
the 
Future Farmers of America 
chapter at Dexter. 
Myers planted his corn on 
April 20 at the rate of 25,000 
stalks per acre. The variety 
is 3232.The field is irrigated. 
He put Aldrin in the row at 
time of planting for a soil in­ 
secticide treatment 
and used 
2,4-D granules for weed con­ 
trol. He plowed down 33 pounds 
of 
nitrogen, 
45 pounds of 
phosphate and 120 pounds of 
potash per acre. For a starter 
fertilizer he put on an addi­ 
tional 250 pounds of 6-24-24. 
He side dressed with anhydrous 
ammonia at the rate of 125 
pounds of actual nitrogen per 
acre. 
Elf rank planted his corn on 
April 20 and the varieties are 
2222 
and 3232. 
It 
was hill 
dropped at the rate of 18,000 
stalks per acre in 30 
inch 
rows. Field was limed 
last 
year and this spring he plowed 
under 200 pounds of 0-23-30 
per acre. For a starter he put 
150 pounds of 5-20-20 per acre 
in the row. He side dressed 
with 200 pounds of anhydrous 
ammonia per acre. Aldrin was 
used for a soil insecticide ana 
Atrazine was used to control 
weeds and grass. The field was 
never cultivated. 
The FFA Chapter 
planted 
their field on May 6 at the rate 
of 16,000 stalks per acre. The 
variety is 3232. For a starter 
fertilizer they put 350 pounds 
of 6-24-24 per acre in the row 
and they side dressed with 350 
pounds 
of ammonium nitrate 
per acre. They used 2,4-D to 
control weeds.

Bootheel Beat Area 
More Schools On 
Straight Term Basis 


By MAX STURM 
A sizeable number of schools 
in the Bootheel are preparing 
to open soon for a 1965-66 
straight nine-month term. Ad­ 
ditional districts have switched 
from the split cotton vacation 
term to the straight term plan 
as a growing number of areas 
of cotton in the region are har­ 
vested by machines, making 
less and less hand labor nec­ 
essary, especially the hands of 
school children. 
The 
Federal government's 
drive to integrate the schools 
appears to be proceeding gen­ 
erally according to the law in 
the Bootheel, or according to 
the interpretation the various 
districts read into the law. How 
some of them will finally make 
out with their plans remains to 
be seen. 
For many years the Hayti dis­ 
trict has operated two complete 
12-year school systems, one for 
white 
children and one for 
colored. The white system has 
always been on a straight nine- 
month term while the colored 
schools have been on the cotton 
vacation 
plan. The colored 
school, 
an 
excellent, well 
equipped plant, over the years 
has constantly been enlarged 
with additional classrooms to 
take care of the increasing num­ 
ber of students sent to Hayti 
by other districts in the county 
which had 
no colored high 
schools. Thus, enrollment in 
the school has reached well over 
1000 students in the 12 grades. 
The Hayti school board f6r 
many years has a record of 
being progressive and astute. 
It has had more problems to 
solve in the operation of the two 
complete school systems, plus 
‘lntergratlon matters, than most - 
other rural school boards in the 
state. A few years ago, ♦hen the 
Supreme Court ruling on school 
desegregation was handed down, 
it appeared to the Hayti board 
that all the other districts send­ 
ing their colored students to the 


Hayti school ought to desegre­ 
gate first. 
A number of the districts have, 
but it hasn't seemed to make 
the Hayti colored school exactly 
a ghost city. There are still 
hundreds of students enrolled 
there for the 1965-66 term. 
The Hayti school board went 
ahead with its integration plans 
for the new school term but 
offering all students a freedom 
of choice of enrolling in the 
Central 
School, 
formerly 
colored, which has the cotton 
vacation plan, or the North 
High School, formerly Hayti 
high school, which has the unin­ 
terrupted straight term. 
In order to make sound plans 
for both schools as early as 
possible 
so that classroom 
space could be provided for all 
who would attend, an advance 
enrollment was held last spring 
at which time some 100 colored 
students signed up to attend the 
North high school Instead of 
Central, which would integrate 
the school. 
Later, however, 
when Central opened for Its 
summer term, it was found that 
over 30 of these 100 students 
had enrolled In Central, and 
since they could not enroll in 
both schools, their attendance at 
Central would disqualify them 
from 
attending North 
high 
school. 
It was finally determined that 
with a number of students com­ 
ing to the North high school 
from the Braggadocio district, 
which has eliminated its high 
school starting with the new 
term, North high school would 
need more classroom space, 
so during the summer the old 
gymnasium in the main building 
has been rebuilt for use as the 
.study hall, the old stage has ^ 
been closed In for use as a visual 
education classroom, and the 
old gym bleachers have been 
removed and that space walled 
In for use as a library. Next, 4 
they went to work on the old 
study hall on the second floor 
of the building, which also con­ 


tained the library, and con­ 
verted it Into two classrooms. 
It appears that these alterations 
will take care of the increased 
enrollment in the school. 
Over the years the Hayti school 
board, composed of successful 
farmers, merchants and pro­ 
fessional men, has been able 
to build a number of additional 
classrooms 
at the Central 
school out of revenue--without 
bond issues and increases in the 
tax rate, even though the con­ 
struction was of brick, nicely 
finished on the inside with tile 
floors and ceilings, all strictly 
Class A. They have been able 
to point with pride to all of 
the 
Hayti school 
district's 
buildings 
and 
equipment, 
neither being in sight of the 
other.

Straight Term Basis 


GO TO CHURCH SUNDAY

A sizeable number of schools 
In the Bootheel are preparing 
to open soon for a 1965-66 
straight nine-month term. Ad­ 
ditional districts have switched 
from the spilt cotton vacation 
term to the straight term plan 
as a growing number of areas 
of cotton In the region are har­ 
vested by machines, making 
less and less hand labor nec­ 
essary, especially the hands of 
school children. 
The 
Federal government's 
drive to Integrate the schools 
appears to be proceeding gen­ 
erally according to the law In 
the Bootheel, or according to 
the interpretation the various 
districts read into the law. How 
some of them will finally make 
out with their plans remains to 
be seen. 
For many years the Hayti dis­ 
trict has operated two complete 
12-year school system s, one for 
white 
children and one 
for 
colored. The white system has 
always been on a straight nine- 
month term while the colored 
schools have been on the cotton 
vacation 
plan. 
The 
colored 
school, 
an 
excellent, 
well 
equipped plant, over the years 
has constantly been enlarged 
with additional classrooms to 
take careoftheincreasingnum- 
ber of students sent to Hayti 
by other districts In the county 
which had 
no colored high 
schools. Thus, enrollment In 
the school has reached well over 
1000 students In the 12 grades. 
The Hayti school board fir 
many years has a record of 
being progressive and astute. 
It has had more problems to 
solve In the operation of the two 
complete school systems, plus 
•intergration matters, than most - 
other rural school boards In the 
state. A few years ago, When the 
Supreme Court ruling on school 
desegregation was handed down, 
it appeared to the Hayti board 
that all the other districts send­ 
ing their colored students to the 


Hayti school ought to desegre­ 
gate first. 
A number of the districts have, 
but It hasn't seemed to make 
the Hayti colored school exactly 
a ghost city. There are still 
hundreds of students enrolled 
there for the 1965-66 term. 
The Hayti school board went 
ahead with Its integration plans 
for the new school term but 
offering all students a freedom 
of choice of enrolling In the 
Central 
School, 
formerly 
colored, which has the cotton 
vacation plan, or the North 
High School, formerly Hayti 
high school, which has the unin­ 
terrupted straight term. 
In order to make sound plans 
for both schools as early as 
possible 
so that classroom 
space could be provided for all 
who would attend, an advance 
enrollment was held last spring 
at which time some IOO colored 
students signed up to attend the 
North high school instead of 
Central, which would Integrate 
the school. 
Later, 
however, 
when Central opened for its 
summer term, It was found that 
over 30 of these IOO students 
had enrolled In Central, and 
since they could not enroll In 
both schools, their attendance at 
Central would disqualify them 
from 
attending North 
high 
school. 
It was finally determined that 
with a number of students com­ 
ing to the North high school 
from the Braggadocio district, 
which has eliminated Its high 
school starting with the new 
term, North high school would 
need more classroom space, 
so during the summer the old 
gymnasium In the main building 
has been rebuilt for use as the 
.study hall, the old stage has ^ 
been closed in for use as a visual 
education classroom, and the 
old gym bleachers have been 
removed and that space walled 
In for use as a library. Next, * 
they went to work on the old 
study hall on the second floor 
of the building, which also con­ 


tained the library, and 
con­ 
verted it into two classrooms. 
It appears that these alterations 
will take care of the increased 
enrollment in the school. 
Over the years the Hayti school 
board, composed of successful 
farmers, merchants and pro­ 
fessional men, has been able 
to build a number of additional 
classrooms 
at the Central 
school out of revenue--without 
bond Issues and increases in the 
tax rate, even though the con­ 
struction was of brick, nicely 
finished on the inside with tile 
floors and ceilings, all strictly 
Class A. They have been able 
to point with pride to all of 
the 
Hayti school 
district's 
buildings 
and 
equipment, 
neither being In sight of the 
other.
